As indicated on page 7 of Applicant's Amendment, Applicant has persuasively argued 
that Sun et al. fail to disclose or teach "a single estimate for decreased torque during a NOx trap 
regeneration step". In Sun et aL, the decreased torque is continuously determined during a NOx 
trap regeneration step because it is a function of a changing throttle valve opening.
